Is there a.state law prohibiting the 


filling in of an old unused water well? 
We live in the country, and the well is 
falling in. We're afraid a child will fall 
into it. We want to fill it with cans (dirt 
is too expensive). 


A spokesman for the U.S. Soil Con- 


servation Service here says there is no 
law to prohibit you from filling in the 
old well. In fact, the Service says, many 
rural residents use old wells as sanitary 
land fills in which to bury trash and 
garbage. 


But if you fill the well entirely with 


old cans, you run the risk of those cans 
rusting out and deteriorating until the 
hole sinks in once again. 


The best suggestion, we could get was 


to fill the old well with the cans, trash, 
and other debris, and then top off the 
hole with some dirt when it's filled. 


At any rate, you may fill it any way 


you wish according to the law. 


It was printed in last Sunday's Daily 


Sun that emergency sirens were to go 
off all over Corsicana as a test in case 
we had a tornado or other disaster 
strike our town. I live on Bragg Avenue, 
and I was out in the yard but didn't hear 
any sirens. When are they going to be 
tested, and what steps should one take 
if they do hear them? 


As you undoubtedly know by now, the 


test was cancelled because an actual 
severe weather watch was issued. 


Deputy Civil Defense Director Bobby 


Ross says he and other city and Civil 
Defense officials are working now to 
pick a new test date for the siren plan. 


Ross said two tentative dates are now 


being considered, and a meeting with 
the city manager has been scheduled 
for Monday to decide on a date. 


The two dates under consideration 


include a Friday date — which would 
allow the sirens to be tested in a work 
day situation — and another Sunday 
date, as was tested before. 


"The big determining factor here is 


the long range weather forecast," Ross 
said. "As we planned in the last test, we 
will cancel 
any future tests if the 


weather is inclement, or if an actual 
watch or warning is issued." 


The next test won't be as elaborate as 


was the first, Ross added, because the 
actual weather watch allowed Civil 
Defense officials to test the first three 
phases of the emergency plan. 


This 
remaining 
test 
will 
only 


measure the effectiveness of the siren 
coverage over the city, with law en- 
forcement 
officers 
making 
any 


necessary changes in the positioning of 
sirens. 


The Daily Sun will, of course, 


publicize the test prior to the date 
selected Monday. A story on Pg. 8-A in 
today's Sun details safety tips in the 
event a twister strikes. 


I would like to know how a person can

college.

Bell wins fire 
money by 3-2

Following a heated 20 minute 


discussion 
Navarro 
County 


Commissioners approved, on a 
3-2 vote, the addition of $1,000 to 
Commissioner Clint Bell's fire 
protection money. 


The opposition to giving Bell 


the money came from County 
Judge Rob Dunn and Com- 
missioner 
R.J. Henderson. 


Dunn told the court that "time 
and 
time 
again 
you com- 


missioners have turned down 
budget increase requests from 
officeholders and told them to 
live within their budget." 


"I'm not running out there 


and setting those fires," Bell 
responded, adding that 
the 


court had voted to increase 
Sheriff Jerry Shelton's out-of- 
county travel money several 
weeks ago. 


ACCORDING TO BELL grass 


fires in his precinct have burned 
up all but $225 of the budgeted 
$3,000. Bell said he discovered 
that he was going to be short 
when he had attempted to en- 
cumber $300 for his June fire 
protection and was told by the 
Treasurer he did not have the 
money to cover it. 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove 


said the commissioners have to 
live within their budgets, but he 
did 
sympathize 
with 
Bell's 


problem. Bell said that the two 
railroad lines that run through 
his precinct "really eat me up" 
on grass fires. Bell added that 
he cannot collect from 
the 


railroads when he sends them 
bills for the fires their trains 
start. 


Hargrove said 
that 
there 


would be better management of 
the situation in Bell's precinct 
now that he had added two 
active volunteer fire depart- 
ments in the southern part of his 
precinct 
(Mildred, 
Eureka, 


Navarro and Angus). 


"I DIDN'T START the damn 


fires," Bell said, "that's not 
management; that's a lot of 
fires."

Senate panel votes 
to close Waco Home

sicana State Home. 


This 
means 
that 
the 


recommendation will go to the 
Senate in the appropriations bill 
to be reported out of the com- 
mittee in the near future. 


Don 
Barger, 
assistant 


superintendent at the Corsicana 
Home, said that the Home had 
no comment "because we don't 


know about it (the committee 
action)." 


The 
House appropriations 


bill, which has already been 
printed provides funding for the 
Waco home. 


If each house adopts the 


recommendations of its com- 
mittee, the differences will be 
ironed out in a conference 
committee. 


The Legislative Budget Board 


early had recommended closing 
the Waco facility in order to 
save money. The closing is 
strongly opposed by the Texas 
Youth Council. 


Staff 
members 
told 
the 


committee today, that the Waco 
facility 
had 
98 students 
in 


March, compared with 130 at 
Corsicana. 


The committee also voted to 


give an additional $150,000 to the 
TYC 
for 
its 
community 


assistance program and added 
flexibility for the TYC to move 
funds around among various 
programs. 


The latter action is designed 


to allow the TYC to cope with 
any legal directives coming out 
of a lawsuit now pending child 
care in TYC facilities. 


Larger users should pay 
more with new sewer rates

The Corsicana city commission adopted a new sewer rate 


schedule Monday afternoon that is designed to have large users 
of the usage system pay more for their share of the service. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger explained that the En- 


vironmental Protection Agency is requiring all cities that are 
using federal funds to work on sewage plants to restructure their 
sewage charges to equalize costs. 


Ballenger said that EPA has decided that it costs just as much 


to process 1,000 gallons of sewer water regardless of whether it 
is the first 1,000 gallons of water or the last 1,000 gallons for a 
million gallon customer. 


COMMISSIONER WAYNE Norris and Mayor Sue Youngblood 


both expressed concern that the change might have an adverse 
effect on industries already located here and those who might 
move here in the future. 


But Ballenger said that EPA is requiring this changed rate 


structure for all cities using federal money and that the cost of 
making improvements in or building new sewage plants are 
prohibitive without federal funding. 


Ballenger said he had delayed requesting the new charge plan 


for as long as possible but that the new sewage treatment plant 
has reached the 80 per cent completion level. He said that once a 
federally funded plant is 80 per cent complete the rate-by-usage 
charges must be in force or EPA will not pay any more of its 
funding. 


FURTHERMORE, BALLENGER agreed with a written 


opinion from City Attorney Glenn Stewart that EPA would 
probably require back-payment on EPA grant funds if the city 
did not comply with this law. 


The new sewer rate schedule will have three categories of 


usage. There will be a minimum monthly service charge of $2.25 
for people using up to 6,000 gallons of water. 


Of this, $1.05 will be a monthly connection charge and $1.20 


monthly would come from figuring 20 cents per thousand gallons 
up to 6,000 gallons. 


The second line on the rate schedule will be a $3.55 monthly 


charge for everyone using between 6,000 and 10,000 gallons of 
water monthly. These customers will be charged $1.55 monthly 
for their sewer connections plus $2 for the 10,000 gallon 
maximum. 


People and industries using more than 10,000 gallons of water 


will be charged the $3.55 charge from the the second rate line 
plus 20 cents per thousand gallons of water. 


BALLENGER EXPLAINED that, depending on usage, 


customers' bills could vary from one month to the next as could 
the charge for their sewer connections. 


Ballenger said that people with separate water meters for 


sprinkler systems will not be charged sewer charges on the 
irrigation water meters. 


He added that the city will make available at a minimal cost of 


$50 to $75 separate meters for people whose sprinklers are 
currently being charged through the domestic water meter. 


The new sewer rate schedule also makes it possible for in- 


dustries to install meters on their actual discharges, in which 
cases they will be billed solely on the amount of water they put 
through the sewage system. 


While based on the amount of water usage, the new sewer 


rates will not effect water rate charges, and Ballenger said 
following the meeting that he doesn't anticipate any ruling from 
EPA on water bills similar to the sewage rate decision. 


COMMISSIONER H.R. Stroube Jr. moved the new rate be 


passed and his motion was seconded by Norris, who noted that it 
didn't look like the city had any other choice in the matter. 


The rate passed 4-0-1, with Gene Johnson abstaining because 


of the lack of citizen input thus far. 


Making note of the absence of any crowd at the meeting, 


Stroube had made his motion to pass the new rate schedule and 
"brace ourselves for the second meeting," at which time the 
ordinance would become law if approved.

Corsicana schools would 
gain $578,000 with bill 


Harte-Hanks Austin Bureau 
AUSTIN - One of the biggest 


issues of the 1976-77 legislative 
session is expected to reach the 
House floor Tuesday — public 
school finance. 


House Bill 780 has been ap- 


proved 
by 
the 
Education 


Committee and will be used as 
the basis for floor debate on 
school finance. Under the bill, 
the 
Corsicana 
Independent 


School District stands to gain 
about $578,700 in state aid for 
the 1977-78 school year, ac- 
cording to Education Com- 
mittee estimates. 


The proposed bill would up 


the state's share of the Foun- 
dation School Program from 75 
to 85 per cent of the total cost 
and would mandate a local tax 
cut equal to one-half of the 
reduction of the money required 
from local districts. 


In the case of Corsicana ISO, 


that would mean tax relief of 
about 
$13.'»,SOO, based on a 


decrease of $267,200 in the local 
share of the Foundation School 
Program. 


The total operation cost of the 


Foundation School Program for 
the Corsicana ISO, based on 
recent test years, is estimated 


to be $3.6 million for 1977-78. 


Of that total, the local share 


under HB 750 is projected to be 
$356,200. 
The 
state 
would 


contribute a total of $3.5 million, 
including the state share of the 
Foundation School 
Program 


and $301,600 in equalization aid 
which goes to enrich programs 


in 
poorer-than-average 


districts. 


Other major features of HB 


870 include a 10 per cent in- 
crease in state money to pay for 
local districts' 
transportation 


costs and a $15 per average 
daily attendance increase in 
maintenance 
and 
operation 


allowances.

building line for a home at 2912 
Purdue. The home was com- 
pleted and sold six years ago, 
but is currently being sold 
again. Because of title in- 
surance requirements, a survey 
of 
the 
property 
was 
done 


recently, and surveyors found 
that the builder had constructed 
the house six-inches over the 
city specified building line. 


Ware told commissioners that 


the 
new regulation 
should 


prevent similar instances in the 
future, but that the commission 
may be called in regularly in 
the future over older con- 
struction 
which 
does 
not 


precisely conform to the zoning 
regulations. 


WARE SAID THIS had not 


been a problem in the past 
because no local lending in- 
stitutions used title insurance, 
which requires a survey of the 
completed 
construction 
and 


property. As title insurance 
becomes more popular, Ware 
said, the commission will likely 
find itself meeting to consider 
requests for variances. 


"It looks like we're going to 


get an influx of these type 
cases," Ware said, "and in 
some cases they may be on 
homes as much as 20 years 


old." 


Ware said that such minor 


variances penalized the new 
buyer and the real estate agent 
handling the transaction and 
not the original builder. In 
addition, action by the Zoning 
Commission required advance 
notice to be published in the 
newspaper, 
and 
can 
delay 


closing on a home sale by as 
much as 20 to 30 days, Ware 
said. 


"IT'S A BIT SILLY to call this 


board out for what we're here 
for today," Ware said. "The 
builder of this home is no longer 
here, and this is not the first 
time it has sold." 


The board quickly approved 


the variance, and then listened 
as Ware suggested that the 
board grant him the authority to 
issue 
minor 
variances 
for 


single-family residences con- 
structed prior to the date of the 
new survey requirement. 


The board discussed Ware's 


suggestion, but chairman Gene 
Barren said he wasn't sure the 
commission 
could 
transfer 


authority to Ware. 


The 
Commissioners 


suggested that Ware talk with 


1 City Atty. Glenn Stewart about 


legal ways to handle such cases 
in the future. 


Ware told the board that no 


variances should be requested 
for construction after the new 
requirement went into effect 
March 31st.
